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1,3.3 Other Direct Costs 

Table 3 provides the project direct support costs for communications (telephone, 
facsimile^ etc,)* reproduction, shipping and handling, and expendable office supplies. 
IBM's estimate for Other Direct Costs is based on direct hours. Based on historical and 
currem data lEM tracks and calculates GDC as a percentage of direct hours to develop its 
ODC cost factors. During the cost estimating process, the cost proposal staff gathers 
information from the technical staff directly hivolved in the proposal to support its esiimaie 
of ODC, The technical staff specifies if usage will be low* medium, or high for each ODC 
category.

1.3.4 Travel Costs 

Travel cosi obligations arc inserted into the accounting system by the lEM travel 
coordinaior within 24 hours of making a reservation. These costs include (I) scheduled 
transportation cost provided by the ticket agency at the time reservations arc made, and 
(2) hotel and meal per diem cost specified in the Federal Joint Travel Regulation (JTR) 
for the destination cit\' or area. This allows the JEM Program Manager to review 
projected travel cost quickly and near actual cost. Upon receipt of individual expense 
statements and Invoices from travel providers (hotels, ticket agencies, rental car 
companies, etc.)* planning cost figures are compared to actual costs. Any discrepancies 
are resolved, with narrative explanations of each instance where actual costs exceeded 
planned costs. The actual costs are posted lo the account as soon as authorized by the 
lEM Program Manager.
